DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. The cited prior art, either combination or alone, does not teach the claimed 
limitation of generating a magnetic field to alter information stored in the mini magnetic 
storage devices (see claim 1). 

3. Examiner further consider Applicant's argument that an ordinary skill in the art 
would not have been motivated to modify Kommerling's device according to the 
teaching of the device disclosed by IBM (NA 9006218) since the data in Kommerling's is 
already protected against tampering, and it would have been unnecessary to generate 
local magnetic field to destroy data that has been destroyed.
